A BILL FOR AN ACT to amend the Indiana Code concerning
human services.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Indiana:

SECTION 1.IC 12-17.2-3.5-1, AS AMENDED BY P.L.225-2013,
SECTION 6, IS AMENDED TO READ AS FOLLOWS [EFFECTIVE
JULY 1, 2014]: Sec. 1. (a) This chapter apphies to all child eare
providers regardless of whether In addition to the other
requirements of this chapter, a provider is reqtired to be not eligible
for a voucher payment unless the provider is licensed or registered
under this article, as follows:

(1) If the provider cares for:

(A) at least one (1) child; and

(B) not more than sixteen (16) children;
of whom the provider is not a parent, stepparent, guardian,
custodian, or other relative at a facility where the provider
operates a child care program, the provider must be licensed
as a child care home under IC 12-17.2-5.
(2) If the provider cares for more than sixteen (16) children of
whom the provider is not a parent, stepparent, guardian,
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custodian, or other relative at a facility where the provider

operates a child care program, the provider must be licensed

as a child care center under IC 12-17.2-4.
However; except as provided m seettont 4tb) of this chapter; a child
care provider that ts lreensed under 1€ 12-1+72-4 or 1€ 121725 1s
constdered to be in comphance with this chapter-

(b) If a school age child care program that is:

(1) described in IC 12-17.2-2-8(10); and

(2) located in a school building;
is determined to be in compliance with a requirement of this chapter by
another state regulatory authority, the school age child care program is
considered to be in compliance with the requirement under this
chapter.
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
